Laſtly, Is not the preſent treatment of the 
{mall pox under, inoculation; very ſimilar to 
the improvement in the cure of rhe veneral 
diſeaſe; which was ſome” time fince-recom- 
mended ro the world by the late doctor 
Douglas? Who, being convinced of a now 
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eftablished truth laid down by the bet 
mentioned Boerhaave , namely, ſaltvatidh 
does not cure the venereal di reſt ; but follow 
| becauſe the diſeaſe begins to be cured, molt 
| wiſely deſiſted from a perſeverance in th; 
4 ſevere practice of ſalivating; and artfully 
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kept charging the blood for a given rims 
with its ſpecific corre&or; the action of which 
he diverred from the ſalivary glands, 'by 
the ſtimulation of others; and by that means 
while, with the mercury he gradually R 
leſſening the acrimony in the blood till 
had wholy deſtroyed it; he carried of the 
mercury by a conſtant repetion of carharrics; 
and, reſtored to his patient the bleſſing of 
health; without rhoſe miſerable ſufferings 
which too frequently attended the common 
method of cure; an effect he could not 
have obtained, by any other remedies of 
'the ſame ſentible operation; unleſs rhey were 
alſo poſſeſed with the ſame ſpecific qualities. 
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
